It's good to see another funny animal anthol- 
ogy after the death of Wild Life, and although | ap- 
plaud your intent, the content still needs some work. 
I'm sorry, but Sergei is such a blatant rip-off of Stan 
Sakai's work, it should be called Sergei Yojimbo. The 
art and writing are competent, and it has a nice Euro- 
pean flavor in the costumes and backgrounds, but the 
story itself could have been lifted from an issue of 
Usagi, straight down to the ignorant peasant villag- 
ers. And it doesn't even make sense. If the bandits 


had a gun, why didn't they just hide in the bushes and 
shoot Sergei dead as he walked past? | think this is 
an example of what movie critics call an ‘idiot plot’. 
It's also obvious that the writer has “english 
as a second language". The dialogue on page 6, panel 
2... says, "If | were bigger I'd killed them myself." It 
should say: "If | were bigger I'd have killed them my- 
self." And on page 7, panel 4, the guy says "Alarm the 
others--" Alarm? Shouldn't it say, "warn the others", 
or “alert the others--"?

Well, | don't agree that Darko’s work is a “bla- 
tant ripoff’ of Stan Sakai. It’s a certainty that he was 
influenced by Stan; that obviously comes across in his 
style. But his storytelling has a different flavor to it, 
and his rendering has a more ragged European edge 
to it. What's ironic about your statement is that it was 
Stan who introduced us to Darko in the first place. 

As for the problems you've pointed out: the 
bandits had only one gun amongst them. (Reading 
between the lines of the three Sergei stories, it would 
appear the firearms and ammunition are scarce and 
at a premium. The villagers had rifles, but had set 
things up so that the mercenaries would reduce their 
own numbers, leaving them only one or two left to kill.) 
Better to hit a target that isn’t moving at sixty miles an 
hour on skies, than waste ammunition on a moving 
target in snowblind conditions. Assassins like condi- 
tions with 100% certainty of a kill. The only thing that 
screwed them up was that they pulled the rope taut a 
minute too soon, and Sergei was able to react to it. 


(The rope alone might have garotted him...) 


The “second language” problems you spotted 
| let pass because | took them as European expres- 
sions... though in the case of the first example (“..I'd 
killed them myself...”), | think you’re absolutely right. | 
should have adjusted that one regardless. But the 
second expression (“Alarm the others...”) is a genu- 
inely correct statement, believe it or not. European, 
as opposed to American, but then, it was a European 
Story. -cpam-
